Key West, Fla., May 12.—There was a bloody en- 


gagement off Cardenas, near Mantanzas, yesterday 
afternoon inside the harbor of Cardenas. 


The United States gunboat W ilmington, the tor- 


pedo boat Winslow and the gunboat Hudson, were 
the only vessels engaged. They entered the harbor 
for the purpose of attacking some Spanish gunboats 
known to be there. These latter, however, were not 
discovered by the American force until the Spaniards 
first opened fire. 
The land batteries of Cardenas sup- 


ported the fire of Spanish gunboats.

STORY OF THE BATTLE. 


While the battle lasted it was terrific. 
The Wil- 


mington and Hudson ahead opened fire on the Span- 
ish boats which were lying at the docks. The firing 
began at a range of 3,500 yards. A few minutes later 


the Winslow came up and also opened fire. In an in- 
stant the entire attention of the Spanish gunboats and 
land batteries were directed at her. FronfjM sides shot 
and shell poured on the little torpedo boat. The Wil- 
mington and Hudson still kept up a hot fire but could 
not turn aside the terrible storm of fire and death 
pouring in upon the torpedo boat. 


The crew of the Winslow, however, never faltered 


for a second. At 2:35 a solid shot crashed into the 
hull of the Winslow and knocked out the boiler. In 
an instant she began to roll and drift helplessly. Then 
there was a moment of awful suspense. A fierce 
cheer of triumph went up from the Spaniards on the

It was difficult for the Hudson to get near enough 


to throw a line so terrible was the fire about her. 
Finally, after about twenty minutes, the Hudson ap- 
proached near enough to throw a line. Ensign Bag' 
ley and six men were standing in a group on the deck' 
''Heave her!" heave her!" shouted Bagley, as he 
looked towards the commander of the Hudson and 
called for the line. "Don't miss it," shouted the offi- 
cer from the Hudson, and with a smile Bagley called 
back, "Let her come; it's getting too hot here for com- 
fort." 
The line was thrown and at about the same 


instant a shell burst in the very midst of the group of 
men onboard the Winslow. 


Bagley was instantly killed and several others 


dropped about him, some dead, some wounded, upon 
the blood stained deck.. One of the dead was pitched 
headlong over the side of the boat, but after falling a 
few feet caught in an iron rail and he was hauled back 
Bagley's face was completely torn away and the 
upper part of his body shattered. It was a terrible 
moment. 


The torpedo boat, disabled and helpless, rolled 


and swayed under the fury of the fire from the Span- 
ish gunboats. When the shell burst in the group on 
the Winslow: another wild shout of triumph went up 
from the Spanish boats and batteries, and again a 
heavy fire was opened on the torpedo boat. Finally 
the Hudson succeeded in getting the line on board 
the Winslow, and, was towing her out of the deadly 
range when the line parted and again both boats 
were at the mercy of the Spanish fire. 


The Hudson managed to get another line to the 


Winslow, but there were only three men left at that 
time to make it fast. The line was finally secured 
and the Winslow towed to Pedras Island, where it 
was anchored with the dead and wounded on deck. 
There the men from the Hudson removed the most 
seriously wounded. Three who were taken on board 
the gunboat Machias died shortly afterward. The 
Hudson" brought the dead with some wounded here, 
arriving at 8 o'clock this morning. No time was lost

life IS marriage. From the time of her 
birth her parents nave prepared 
for 


this event, and in many cases they have 
considerably straitened their income 
and curtailed 
their enjoyments 
to 


make up her dot. 
Every giri in every 


class is expected to have something; 
those who have nothing are exceptions, 
and constitute a minority of old maids. 
The girls who from choice do not mar- 
ry generally becomenuns.usuallymuch 
against the wishes of their parents. The 
old tales of joung women being forced 
into convents to improve the position of 
their brothers are forgotten im these 
days when, while no child can on any 
pretense be deprived of a share in the 
father's inheritance, monastic vows are 
not reeognied by law. Nuns and spin- 
sters are exceptions; marriage ig the 
rule. 


When a girl is of am age to be intro- 


duced into society, her friends and rel- 
atives immediately look out for a suit- 
able husband, whom it is considered 
highly desirable to obtain before she 
has reached the age of 21, that she may 
not be proclaimed flHe majenre when 
the banns are published. The principal 
considerations are equality of birth, of 
position, of fortune; and in the last par- 
ticular the scaje is usually expected to 
weigh rather more on the side of the 
young lady, especially if the young 
man, in addition to sufficient present 
advantages, can taring forward a num- 
ber of relatives not likely to live long. 
This is called having hopes (des esper- 
nnces—beaticoup 
d'esperances). 
If 


the young lady with a substantial riot 
can also show a satisfactory back- 
ground of invalid uncles and aunts, 
then everything is as it should be, and 
the young people are brought together 
with every prospect of a satisfactory 
conclusion. It happens, however, too 
often that they do not know each other 
sufficiently, and they are persuaded to 
believe that the mutual likingisgreater 
thaia it really is. Sometimes this sort 
of undefined attraction ripens into a 
deep and devoted love; when this oc- 
curs there are no more 
affectionate 


wives or more faithful widows than 
French women. 


More frequently, especially in 
the 


higher classes, a sort of cool friendli- 
ness springs up, where they sec but lit- 
tle of each other, and freedom isenjoyed 
on both sides. The authority of the 
husband is less felt th'an in an English 
household. There is a sort of under- 
standing- that in her home the wife is 
queen, and nettles matters as 4he 
pleases. 


But the best and warmest feelings are 


awakened by all that concerns their 
children. French parents are perhaps 
the most affectionate in the world. The 
nterests and welfare of their children 
are their first consideration, and won- 
derful sacrifices of their own 'pleasure 
and enjoyment are made in favor of 
their sons and daughters by the most 
worldly men and women. These are 
:aken as a matter of course; no one 
thinks of doing otherwise, or of seeing 
any merit in such acts. 


The mothers, especially, are 
um- 


qualed; nothing will stand in the way 
of a French woman where her chil- 
dren's interests are concerned. 
This 


o\f is so engrossing that it swallows 
ip every other; they are more mothers 
han wives, and if called upon to choose 
between allowing a husband to go alone 
on a foreign mission, or leaving their 
children, they would not hesitate. "Mes 
enfants avant touf—Anna L. Bicknell 
n Centurr.
